The Seventy-seventh Annual Convention of the Evangelical Luth- 

eran Synod of Nebraska convened in Christ’s Lutheran Church, Dav- 
_enpert, Nebraska, the Rev. Henry Dumler, Pastor, on Monday, April 


25th, 1949 at 3:00 P. M. 


The Preparatory and Holy Communion Services were conducted 
by the President and Secretary of Synod, and the Chaplain, Pastor 
Harvey C. Clark. The Rev. T. J. C. Schuldt, president of synod, 
preached the Commuion Sermon from the text Ephesians 3:8. 


Chaplain Harvey C. Clark conducted a memorial service in mem- 
ory of the following who died in the past year: Dr. J. S. Leamer, re- | 
tired pastor who died Apil 8, 1948, age 82; Mrs. W. C. Heidenreich, 

-wite of Pastor W. C Heidenreich died April 11, 1948, age 64 years; — 
the Rev. Frank S. Delo, retired pastor, died August 30, 1948, age 82, 
and Dr. William Ira Guss, former President of the Nebraska Synod, 
died November 3, 1948, age 77 years.

The Formal Opening of Synod was conducted by President T. J. 
C, Schuldt. 


The Roll was called with forty-one pastors and thirty-one lay 
delegates present.

The Committee on Reference and Counsel presented, its Report. 
It was recommended that the Ministerium scheduled for 4:30 P. M. 
be placed at 11:30 A. M. and that the reception of members into 
Synod be the first item of business in the afternoon. A motion 
earried to adopt the printed program with the change recommended. 


RECEPTION OF OFFICIAL. REPRESENTATIVES: The follow- 
ing were presented to Synod as representatives of several synods 
and institutions: Mrs. L. Skocpol, from Women’s Missionay Society 
‘of Nebraska. Dr. Clarene C. Stoughton, official representative of 
the United Lutheran Church in America; President G. L. Search of 


the Kansas Synod. Mr. Kurt Webber of the United Lutheran Pub- — 


lication House, Dr. T. D. Rinde and Dr. E. B. Keisler of Western 
Seminary and proposed Central Lutheran Seminary. A motion car- 
ried that these representatives be received as Advisory Members and 
be given the privilege of the floor. 


The President of Synod presented his report and referred it 
to the Committee on the President’s Report. 


President’s Report 
“All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go ye 


therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to 


observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and lo, I am. 


with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen.” Mt. 28:18-20 


The work of the church in our day has seemed to require a 
flurry of varied activities. The demands made by attention to detail 
in method and organization threaten to become all-absorbing in time 
and energy. The joy and satisfaction of soul-caring effort through 
pastoral ministration and the fellowship of congregational activity 
become but as the intermittent, refreshing experience of clear sky 
and bright sunshine which appear momentarily through breaks in an 
almost constant and dense haze. The emphasis upon statistics and 
sums. resulting in criticism or praise, has often failed to take into 
account the intangible fruits of soul-care. These fruits cannot easily 


be measured nor expressed in statistics and sums, yet they also sym- © 
bolize devotion to duty, relentless effort and expending of energy as — 


well as skill in leadership. 


In recalling the experiences of this Synodical year, I am im- 
pressed with their variety, both in location and character, as well as 
the persistence of their demands. It has been heartening to observe 
in our congregations both the desire for and appreciation of faithful 


pastoral ministration. It may be safely said that in all of our congre- 


gations there are many who hunger for the Bread of Life in the 
preaching of the Word; who want the guidance, strength and reassur- 
ance that come through failthful pastoral care; who are refreshed 
and inspired in the fellowship of our church; who find joy in being 
“workers together with God.” 


Amid the flurry of activity within the church we will do well to 


be alert in placing first things first; the Word and the Sacraments; 
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to honor and esteem the pastoral office; to consider the sacredness 
of the Call; to recognize faithful pastoral effort for wat it is; to 
consider how great a blessing is the Church; to rejoice in serving the 
Lord. The Great Commission which our Lord has placed upon us puts 
divine authority upon our effort and gives us the humbling assurance 
that we do not labor alone, and that the fruits of our effort are not 
bound by the limitations of our own strength, nor dependent upon 
human devices and methods. “Lo, I am with you alway. even unto 
the end of the world.”

BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I 


Section 1 — Meetings of Synod 

a. The regular convention of the Synod shall be held the second 
week following Easter or as near that date as possible. The sessions 
shall begin on Monday and continue as long as the business of Synod 
may demand. 


b. The Execetive Committee shall prepare the program for all 


conventions of the Synod and present it for adoption at the opening 
session of each convention. 


ce. The President shall open and close all conventions with the 
_ use of the liturgical order prepared by the United Lutheran Church 
in America.., 

d. The President, and those delegated by him, shall arrange 
for and administer the met Communion at every convention of 
the Synod. 


e. The President shall appoint a chaplain for every convention 
of Synod who shall be responsible for the conduct of all other services 
and shall conform them to the accepted usages of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 


f. All sessions of every convention of the Synod shall be — 
and closed with devotional services. 


Section 2 — Of the Conferences 

a. The annual meeting of each conference shall be held in the 
fall of the year. 

b. The exact date of the conference siialitadel shall be deter- 
mined by the Committee of Presidents. 

c. All public services at the meetings of each conference shall 
be conformed to the practices of Synod. | 
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ARTICLE II 


Section 1 — The Executive Committee 


a. The Executive Committee shall: recommend to the Synod the 
compensation to be given per annum to each salaried officer of the 
Synod enumerated in Article III of the Constitution, at the conven- 
tion at which: he is to be elected. 


b. Recommendation of the Executive Committee concerning sal- 
aries of officers shall be presented and approved before their election 
takes place. 


The compensation of officers shall not be altered during their 
of office. 


Section 2 —of Delegates 


a. Any delegates unable to attend a convention of the United 
Church in America shall promptly intorm the President of his inabil- 
ity to attend. 


b. The President of Synod shall be chairman of the delegation 
and appoint a secretary when necessary. 


c. All delegates are expected to attend all sessions of the eon- 
vention of which they are the Synod’s representatives. All excuses 
for non-attendance must be submitted to the chairman of the dele- 
gation and be acceptable to him. 


d. A per diem allowance shall be aed to each delegate in 
attendance at a rate fixed by the Executive Committee. 


e. In the event that a special session of the United Lutheran 
Church in America shall be held between conventions of the Synod, 
for which other delegates could not be elected, the delegates to the 
former convention of the United Lutheran Church in America shall 
represent the Synod at such conventions. 


ARTICLE III 


Section 1 — Elections 


The President | | 
In the election of the President the following rules shall prevail: 
a. There shall be no nominations. 


b. On the first ballot, three-fourths of the votes cast shall be 
necessary for the election. On the scond ballot, two-thirds of the 
votes cast shall be necessary for an election. On the third ballot, a 
majority of the votes cast shall be necessary for an election. If there 
is no election on the third ballot, the fourth ballot shall be confined 
to the two persons who received the highest and the next highest 
number of votes on the third ballot. On the fourth ballot, a majority 
of the votes cast shall elect. 


¢. Should a fourth ballot be necessary, it shall not be taken 
at the same session as the third ballot. 
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Section 2 —The Secretary, the Treasurer and the Statistician 


In the election of the secretary, the treasurer and the statis- 


tician, the following rules shall prevail: 


a. A nominating Committee to be appointed by the President 


shall present two names in nomination, without prejudice to the right 
of nomination from the floor. : 


b. A majority of votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 
Section 3 — Of Elective Committees eee 


a. A Nominating Committee to be appointed by the President — 


shall nominate two candidates for each vacancy on the Elective Com- 


mittees which are named in Article VI of the Constitution. Addition- 


al nominations may be made from the floor. 
b. No member of Synod shall serve on more than one Elective 
Committee or standing committee at one time. 
ce. Election shall be by ballot at such time as the chair shall 
decide.

Section 4 —Of Directors and Trustees | | 
Midland College, Western Seminary and Tabitha ‘Home. 


a. The Synod shall elect as many of the Trustees of Midland 
College, Western Seminary, and Tabitha Home as the charters and 
constitutions of those institutions provide. 

b. For each vacancy occurring in the representation of Synod 
on those boards, a nominating committee to be appointed by the Pres- 
ident shall present two names at the time of their election. Additional 
nominations may be made from the floor. ; 


Of the manner of these elections: 
a. All elections for trustees shall be made by ballot. A major- 
ity of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 


Section 5 — Delegates to the United Lutheran Church in America | 

The delegation of the Synod of Nebraska to the United Lutheran 
Church in America shall be constituted as follows: 

a. The President of Synod shall be a delegate ex-officio to ail 
conventions of the United Lutheran Church in America. In the event 
that the President, the Secretary, or the Treasurer of the United 
Lutheran Church in America is a member of this Synod, or of a con- 
gtegation of this Synod, he shall also be a delegate ex-officio. 

b. The number of delegates and alternates shall be specified by 
the constitution of the United Lutheran Churc" in America. An equal 
number of clerical and lay delegates shall be elected. All delegates 


and alternates shall be elected by ballot. In all elections under this — 


article a majority vote shall constitute a choice. 
c. Lay delegates only shall be nominated from the floor of 


d. The names of those elected shall be recorded according to 
their priority of their election. When @ny delegate is unable to attend 
the convention of the United Lutheran Church in America to which 
he is elected, he shall at once inform the President of the Synod so 
that he may immediately notify the alternates in the order in which 
they have been elected. | | 
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ARTICLE IV 
MINISTERS 


1. The ordination certificate of a pastor is simply an aties- 
tation of the fact that he has been ordained. The Synod, therefore, 
does not accept an ordination certificate as adequate evidence of a 
minister’s connection with his Synod, nor of his present standing in 
the same. | 

_ 2. No pastor shall be installed who is not a member of the Syn- 
od. Therefore, when a congregation calls a pastor from a sister 


' Synod, the date for the call to become effective should be at least : 


sixty days. All pastors shall be installed by the President of Synod 
or by someone authorized by him as soon as possible after entering 
a new pastorate. ord | 

8. No pastor shall resign a portion of his parish and continue 


to serve the remaining part without the consent of the joint council | 
of the parish and the approval of the President of Synod. 


Synod carefully and conscientiously to fill out ‘annual parochial re- 


ports and send them to the Statistician by a date set by the Execu- 
tive Committee. Failure to send reports make the offender amenable 


to the Synod. | 


ARTICLE V 7 
Procedure in Cases of Discipline 


oe The committee on discipline provided for in Article XI of the 
_ Constitution shall be selected in the following manner, to-wit: 


1, The Examining Committee of the Synod shall select twelve 
persons, of whom eight shall be clerical members of the Synod and 
four shall be lay members of congregations belonging to Synod, 
except that when in conflict with Article 1, Section II of the Consti- 
tution, then all shall be clerical members of the Synod. 


2. Thereupon the twelve persons so selected shall proceed under 
the temporary presidency of the chairman of the examining Commit- 
tee to organize by selecting by lot from said twelve persons six’ per- 
sons who shall constitute a tentative committee in discipline. The 


investigating committee which preferred charges against the accused © 


and the accused shall be notified of the time and, place of such or- 
ganization meeting, and shall have the privilege ‘of attending such 
meeting and participating therein as hereinafter provided. In the 
trial of the case the investigating committee shall act as a prosecut- 
ing committee, 


3. After such tentative Committee on discipline shall have been 


Selected as aforesaid, the prosecuting committee shall have the right 


to exercise their peremptory challenges. Such challenges shall be 
exercised in the following order: The prosecuting committee shall 
exercise one and the accused two until each shall have exhausted it 
or his challenges. As soon as a member of the tentative committee 
shall have been challenged he shall be excused from the committee 
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and his place shall be filled by lot from those of the twelve persons 
not theretofore selected. 


4 When the prosecuting committee and the accused shall 
each have exhausted the challenges allowed to it or him respectively, — 
or when neither desire to exercise any more challenyes to which it 
or he may be entitled under the provisions hereof, then the tentative 
committee, as it then exists, shall constitute the committee on dis- 
cipline for the trial of the accused upon the charges and specifications 
formulated by the committee of investigation. | 


5. When the Committee on Discipline shall have been finally 
_ selected as hereinbefore provided, and before proceeding upon 
the trial of the accused, it shall organize by selecting from its mem- 
bers a president who shall preside at its sessions and a secretary, 
and it shall adopt such plans and rules of procedure as it may deem 
desirable to facilitate the trial. 


ARTICLE VI 
CONGREGATIONS 


1. ‘When a vacancy in a pastorate occurs, the Church Counci’ 


shall arrange for consultation with the President of Synod as soon 
as possible to receive his advice and counsel concerning the selection 
of a pastor and pastoral supplies during the vacancy. 


2. Only one candidate for a pastorate shall be proposed for 
election and voted upon at any one congregational meeting. 


3. Any vacant congregation or pastoral charge in arrears on 
account of salary of a former pastor shall be required to make satis- 
factory adjustment thereof before calling a successor. 


4. In extending a call to a pastor, a congregation is expected 
to pay all necessary moving expenses. : 


5. When there is a vacancy in a pastroate at t"e time when the 
annual parochial report is to be submitted, the secretary of each con- 
gregation, or someone appointed by him, shall carefully and consci- 
entiously fill out that report and send it to the Statistician by the 
date set by the Execuive Committee. 


6. All necessary expenses incurred by the pastor and lay dele- 
gate of the parish in attending the conventions of the Synod and the 
conference should be borne by the parish they represent. 


ARTICLE VII 
REPORTS TO THE SYNOD | : 


1. With the exception of the President’s report, which shall 
cover his activities between the sessions of the Synod, all other re-— 
ports, including financial statements, shall be conformed to the Syn- 
odical year.

3. Every report shall be signed by a majority of those sub- 
mitting it. Minority statements shall be signed by the entire minor- 
ity dissenting. | 

4. The Secretary of Synod shall mail one copy of the pre-con- 
vention bulletin to each minister on the Synodical roll and one addi- 
tional copy for the use of the lay delegate of each parish at least 
two weeks before the regular convention of Synod. 


-. § The Executive Committee is authorized to require that all 
financial reports shall be audited by an accredited accountant before 
presentation to the Synod. All financial statements submitted to the 
Synod shall be in such form as to show clearly and separately both 
current operating accounts, and capital accounts. There shall be 
presented in each case a balance sheet showing resources and liabili- 
ties in reasonable detail.. 


6. Any board or committee of Synod presenting a recommenda- 
tion for action by the Synod aside from those contained in the pre- 


convention bulletin shall place it in the hands ef all delegates in 
writing at least one day before the action can be taken..

WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Western Seminary opened its current academic year on August 
31, 1948. Fifteen regular students and one special student enrolled 
for the first semester. The fifteen regular students continued through 
the second semester, but the special student discontinued his work 
due to his moving off the territory. 


The academic program has been effectively carried on by the 
faculty. Since Professor R. R. Syre had completed his residence 
work for his doctorate at the University of Nebraksa, he resumed 
his work as head of the Biblical Department. Professor Syre is now 
working on his doctor’s dissertation. In addition to the regular pro- 
gram, many special speakers have given lectures to the student body. 


Another successful Life Service Retreat was held the latter part 
of October, 1948. A fine group of high school young men were chall- 
enged by the stimulating messages delivered by the Rev. Carveth 


P. Mitchell, Mansfield, Ohio, and the Rev. Paul deFreese, Hooper, 


Nebr. The program also included Bible study under Professor Syre, 
devotional services and recreation. 


Supply work for faculty and students has been, heavy due to 

many vacant congregations on our territory. There is great need 
to “pray the Lord of the harvest that He may send forth laborers 
into His harvest.” 
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On May 4, 1949, five seniors will be graduated, but we ought to 


have 25 graduating to meet the needs of our supporting Synods. 


A tape recorder has been added to the Seminary’s equipment.

STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT 


Since God is the creator of all things it naturally follows that 
He is the owner of all things. If we examine intently the Bible we 
shall discover in a very short time that this thought runs through 
all its pages. Whether we want to or not, we must acknowledge that 
it is a truth that all things belong to God. : 


What are some of the Scripture passages that have anything 
to say about ownership and stewardship? All of us know the very 
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first line of the Bible: “In the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth.” The writer of the Book of Chronicles says: “All things 
come of Thee, and, of thine own have we given Thee.” David writes 
in one of his Psalms these words: “The earth is the Lord’s and they 
that dwell therein.” In still another place the Psalmist writes: 
“Every beast of the forest is Mine, and the cattle upon a thousand 
hills.” Haggai says: “The silver is mine, and gold is mine.” Ezekial 
says: “Behold, all souls are mine.” ‘We see then that when men be- 
lieve that all the material things are theirs and that their souls are 
their own, it is false. All things belong to God and are not to be used 
as men might please. All things are to be used for the glory of God’s 


name. That this is true can be seen by observing what Paul says. — 


In writing to the Corinthians one day he said: “What! Know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the Holy Spirit which is in you, which 


you have of God, and that you are not your own? For you are bought 


with a price; therefore God — in your body and in your spirit — 
which are God’s. Paul recognized God’s ownership and this further 
is seen in what he writes to the Colossians: “For by Him were all 
things created, that are in heaven, and that are on the earth, visible 
and invisible. All things were created by Him and for Him.” 


_ God is the owner and he has entrusted to man material things 
to be used for His glorification. The tragedy with so many is that 
they think that they are the owners. One experience will bring out 
the point we have in mind. In talking to a certain man regarding 
his soul we ventured with these words: “We are God’s children and 
God is concerned about our welfare, not only our souls but also 


material things.” “Huh, all I got I earned by the sweat of my brow.” 
These remarks by this man go to show the mistaken idea he had — 
about God ownership and that man has been entrusted to use mate- 


rial things in the right way. | 
Man’s ownership is a pagan philosophy. It says: Let him who 
has the power to take, take. Let him who has the power to keep, keep. 


Strange to say, this philosophy is rampant in the world today. 
Only as we are willing to acknowledge God as the owner will we 


_ humble ourselves and exalt Him. 


When we see the Scriptural teaching of God-ownership we will 
not refuse to give God first place in our lives. If we still insist that 
all we have has been earned by the sweat of the brow we are seeing 
ourselves first and when that is done the thought of God has disap- 
peared from our minds entirely. When such a thought continues, 
grief always follows; Look at the Rich Fool; the Rich Young Ruler; 
the Prodigal Son and Dives. None would acknowledge God as owner 
and all came to grief. | | 


But, can we not have some material things? Jesus never con- 
demned riches as such. He spoke about the dangers of riches. That 
& person might become so absorbed in temporal things; that he would 
become so self-satisfied and self-centered that he would lose the true 
worth of God-given blessings. When that happens, God will be for- 


gotten as the one who has created all things. The net result is that 


sympathy for our fellowman is all but ruled out of the picture. 


Are we not partners with God? We working with God and God 
working for us. Using the word Foreman reverently, He gives the 
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orders for the things He wants done. It is He that supplies us with 
the things that are essential in carrying on. Workers together wit 
God building the Kingdom. What a glorious Company. =

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


Your committee gratefully acknowiedges the conscientious effort 
of both pastors and congregations who have been working in co-op- | 


- eration with it. Not only is it our purpose to be alert for opportun- 


ities for the development of new fields but also to undergird and 
strengthen existing work as may seem advisable. 7 


It is noteworthy that another of our mission congregations has 
become self-supporting. Luther Memorial congregation, Omaha, 
which has been receiving support from both the Board of American 
Missions and our Synod, became self-supporting as of Jan. 1, 1949. 
Pastor Most and his congregation are to be commended for the rapid 
and steady growth of this work and their planning for its future 
development. 


The fine development of the field at Messiah, Broadwater, has 
resulted in the erection of an attractive new church. One year from 
the date of Pastor Simon’s first visit to this field, the new church 


Was dedicated on August 22, 1948. The very adequate facilities now © 


at the disposal of the congregation indicate the fruitfulness of the 
work being done under capable leadership and also point to a promis- 
ing future. 

In noting the progress of the various fields we direct your 
attention also to Emmanuel, Hampton. Pastor Rupley has been called 
upon to mirlister to the Danish congregation just north of Hampton, 
along with the Emmanuel congregation. This arrengement speaks 
commendably of the confidence placed in Pastor Rupley’s leadership 
by the people of the community. In view of this circumstance, the 
support formerly given by Synod to the Hampton field is no longer 
necessary. | 


Fine development is also taking place at United, Spencer. Under 
the capable direction of Pastor Anderson much needed material im- 
provements have been added both to the church and parsonage. While 
this has been done the work of the church has not been overlooked. 
Services are increasingly well attended and there are good prospects 
for continued growth. | 


A necessary stride forward was taken by First, Wilber, in the 
acquiring of a new parsonage. The experienced and proven leader- 


Ship of Pastor Cordts enables us to join the Wilber congregation in 


looking confidently to the continued and future development of this 
congregation’s influence in the community. 


One of the pressing needs of Immanuel, Bellevue, is for the 
erection of a new church. The present basement facilities are not 
adequate for the needs and development of this work and constitute 
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a real handicap. It is hoped that ‘soon the devoted effort of Pastor 
Kramer and the interest of his congregation will be implemented 
with the fulfillment of this need. | | 


Although Trinity, Wolbach, is not a mission congregation, your 
committee notes with a great deal of satisfaction the care which this 
congregation has received from Dr. Harman, supply pastor. It 
would be a grave omission were we not to use this means of convey- 
ing to Dr. Harman the sincere appreciation of Synod for the faith- 
ful attention which he has given this work. His service has been of 
immeasurable value. . | 


We have noted with interest the activity of the Gethsemane 


‘Mexican Mission, Omaha. The devoted effort of Pastor Guzman and 


Miss Jesucita Velez, Parish Worker, has met with an encouraging 
response. The committee has requested the assistance of the Board 
of American Missions in observing this work with a view toward 


appraising its present program and future outlook. Both Pastor © 
Guzman and Miss Velez, as well as the congregation, are to be

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME 


This report for the year 1948.is for the sixty-second year in 
the history of Tabitha Home and the eighth annual report made by 
your Executive Director. me 


This year has been marked by peace and tranquility in the Home. 


_ The employment problem by which we were so harassed during the 


war and following years, has been greatly relieved. The support of 
the Home has been generous; God’s blessings have been abundant; 
our scope of service has been enlarged. We believe the most note- 
worthy event of the year was the awarding on May 20, 1948, of the 


_ contracts for the construction of our new home. Te completion and 


dedication of our building, which will be the culmination of years of 
prayers, pleadings and efforts by representatives of the Home, is 
the anticipated event of 1949. 


During the year 1948 Tabith Reine served 88 aged guests. Nine- 
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teen were received; eleven were dismissed; fifteen passed away. At 


the end of the year our aged numbered sixty-two. Of the total served 
through the year, 64 were Lutherans; 22 non-Lutherans. Thirty 
came to Tabitha from Lincoln or Lancaster County; 58 from outside 
of Lincoln. 


Although we have experienced the Cooperative Lutheran Chil- 
dren’s Welfare work to be quite costly financially, we feel that splen- 
did progress has been made. A much larger field of service has been 
secured through our aid in branches of service rendered by. other 
agencies, and of which we now have a definite part, such as: child 
placement, service to unmarried mothers, foster homes, and so forth. 
We have had direct case supervision from the Welfare Council 
since last September. ; 


In the Children’s Department there were 31 under our care at 
_ the beginning of 1948. During the year 23 new children were re- 
ceived, making a total served in the Home of 54; representing 27 
different families. Twenty children were dismissed; leaving 34 under 
care at close of 1948. Of te children dismissed, 18 went into re- 
established homes of one or both of their parents or into relative’s 
homes. One was placed into an adoptive ULC home. One was placed 
into another child care institution. Of these 54 children served directly 
40 were Lutheran or baptized Lutheran after entering Tabitha; 14 
were non-Lutheran. Of the 23 children received. 11 were from Lincoln, 
12 from outside Lincoln, including 5 from outside of Nebraska. 


At the close of te year, the Boys’ Department was filled, but 


there was room for 10 in the Girls’ Home. This seems to be the same | 


condition in the other Lutheran and state institutions in Nebraska 
this year. Of the children dismissed, one had been in the institution 
over 9 and one-half years. 


In connection with and in addition to the above services, should 
be noted the numerous appointments, conferring and calls made to 
doctors, dentists, psychologists, psychiatrists, and schools in deter- 
mining needs and helping to work out the problems of these children. 
Through these efforts we were able to learn one child was cerebral 
palsied and we arranged with local agencies for a private foster 
home placement. Another proved to be epileptic, and is still with us, 
but further plans await final reports on tests now being given by 
Dr. Dysinger, Psychologist. Other contacts were made to the Vete 
ans’ Administration which resulted in directing a disabled Veteran's 
compensation to the care of his five children now at Tabitha. Other 
definite efforts, and appointments resulted in the adoption of one of 
Tabitha’s youngsters. 


Many inquiries for placement, adoption, and for service to chil- 
dren either below or above our age of serving were directed to the 


Nebraska Lutheran Welfare office, or to other agencies as the case — 
‘required. Other calls resulted in parents being helped to work out | 


_their own problems and to keep their children with them.

One readily sees that if the new building is to be dedicated free 
from debt there must still be provided approximately $79,380.04. 


General Support 


The Church has maintained a loyal and generous support to the 
Home with both material and financial gifts. The number of quarts 
of canned fruit and vegetables received by the Home this year was 
the largest with one exception. In 1947 our total income for general 
expenses was $52,097.85; this year it was $55,691.97, making an 
increase for the year of $3,594.12. 


Last year we added to our Building Fund $35,610.04; this year 
there was added $60,375.53. ($20,000 of this came from the Koop 
Estate.) These figures show that our support has been very good 
even though our people have been called upon to give heavily to the 
double apportionment appeal and Lutheran World Action. 


IMMANUEL 


God has been with us in a most remarkable way. He has opened 
the windows of eaven and poured out an abundant blessing! For 
the last several years, approximately $100,000 a year has been re- 
ceived. This year over $112,000! We have not yet attained; only 
through faith and prayer can the dream and prayer of years be

The work at this State Normal school has had one of its best — 


seasons during the current year. The students gather each Wednes- 
day evening for devotional program with appropriate study session 
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on vital topics of Christian life. The students are organized into an 
LSA group. There are 30 Lutheran students registered and the av-| 
erage attendance at the meetings is 18. The work is supervised by 


_ Pastor Henkel with two ALC pastors living in the area, assisting 


him. There are no Lutheran teachers on the faculty of the school at 
present. Pastor Henkel is available for counselling with the students 
from time to time. A program is maintained for the summer months 
when the attendance is even better due to less heavy social program

Lutheran Student Foundation, Inc. Lincoln 


There are approximately 900 Lutheran students from the Nation- 
al Lutheran Council churches of Nebraska and adjoining states, 
attending the University, the College of Agriculture, business insti- 
tutes, nurses training schools, and Wesleyan University. To these 
youth, the six National Lutheran Council congregations of the city 
and the Student Service Commission carry on a spiritual ministry. 

The supporting organization for student work is the Lutheran 
Student Foundation. which represents the constituent church bodies 
of Nebraska. the local congregations, Lutheran alumni, faculty, and 
students. The Nebraksa Synod of the ULCA has been represented 
on the Board of Directors by Pastor Fred Kern. Pastor H. J. Goede 


_ is the newly elected member to the Board from this Synod. 


Pastor Alvin M. Petersen is the Lutheran pastor to students. 
He is assisted by Miss Alice Otterness, a graduate student at the > 
University, who serves as secretary and counsellor. 


During 1948 the Lutheran Student Foundation acquired a build- 
ing site for the Lutheran Student Center at the main campus of the 
University. It is strategically located in the center of the student 
residential area. Funds to purchase this valuable site were made 
available by the Student Center Fund of the National Lutheran 
Council. It is the hope of the Board of Directors of the LSF to erect 
this proposed center in 1950 or 1951.. 


Ministry to the students includes seven separate classes in Bible 
and Christianity; supervision of two Lutheran Student Association 
programs; fellowship meetings with two married groups, one at 
Huskerville (a student residential area); and a Graduate club. The 
two rented student centers, one at the main campus and one at the 
College of Agriculture, are well used by the students for fellowship 
and assemblies. Here Pastor Petersen and Miss Otterness also coun- 
sel with students. The LSA Choir of 40 voices represents the work 
by singing in congregations of the state of Nebraska. Recently 
three students were confirmed and three were baptized, two of them 
in Grace Church. 
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It is encouraging to report a growing number of students who 


are entering full-time service in the Lutheran church. The past . 


summer a student personally financed his trip to Germany to help 
rebuild a school in Hamburg; one student has just gone to Germany 

to work for the Lutheran World Federation with DP’s; two students 
_ plan to enter Lutheran seminaries this fall. One of these is ULCA. 
Last fall two graduates joined the staff of the Student Service Com- 
mission as women counsellors. Other students are making inquiry 
about full-time work in the church. Many students not only partici- 
pate in the LSA but in the local congregations, where they serve in 


the choirs, Sunday School and Luther League. Their record of atten- 


dance at church services is above average. 


The Lutheran Student Foundation, Inc., expresses its apprecia 
tion to the Nebraska Synod for its splendid support over the past 


years, and for its current interest and support in this important.

. you can and send it in promptly. Newspapers have done well with 


If you see such 
stories and pictures (where there is a Lutheran angle) send the clip- 
pings to me, and try also to get from the paper a copy of each pic- 
ture. Secure any additional details you can. A picture doubles the 
value of a story.
